Boom Lowered 
on Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) 


— 
An unprecedented 
federal 


court decision has placed the 
burden of enforcing desegrega- 
tion of 99 Alabama school sys- 
tems on state officials. 


An indication of how state of- 


ficials will react may come dur- 
ing a statewide radio and televi- 
sion address by Gov. Lurleen 
Wallace, according to a source 
close to the governor. Thus far, 
however, 
there 
has been no 


comment from the governor's 
office or state school officials 
on Wednesday's ruling. 


The source said Mrs. Wal- 


lace's address will 
probably 


take place in the near future 
and may be the "most impor- 
tant and historic speech ever 
made by a governor in modern 
times." It was not specified, but 
the address is expected to deal 
with the court's order for state- 
wide school desegregation. 


A member of the State Board 


of Education said the decision 
means "HEW (the Department 
of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare) is out of it now." 


Ed Dannelly of Andalusia said 


the most important factor is 
that "now we'll be dealing with 
judges and not a bunch of (fed- 
eral) bureaucrats. 
I think the 


whole school system will be bet- 
ter off under a federal judge 
who perhaps can interpret the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964." 


The three judges unanimously 


ordered the state to require the 
99 systems not under previous 
court orders to submit desegre» 
cation 
plans 
for 
the 
term 


beginning this fall, Alabama has 
118 school systems.

Johnson administration lead- 


ers apparently were more sur* 
prised by publication of the let- 
ters than by Ho's earlier rejec- 
tion of Johnson's proposal to 
open direct, secret peace talks, 


The pattern of Hanoi's behav- 


ior in dealing with peace probes 
is now undergoing careful an- 
alysis here for whatever light it 
may shed on future possibilities 
for opening negotiations. 


Basic to this study is the be- 


lief that various factions exist 
within the North Vietnamese 
ruling group which may be re- 
lated to pro-Soviet and pro-Red 
Chinese Interests. 


Exactly what the "hawk" and 


"dove" labels would mean in 
Hanoi is not clear to Washington 
authorities, but generally they 
feel that some advisors in Ho's 
inner circle favor exploring the 
possibility of peace talks, per- 
haps for purely tactical reasons, 
while others advocate rigid ad- 


herence to a war policy regard* 
less of cost and risk. 


In the exchanges which began 


between the UA and North 
Vietnamese governments early 
in January, officials believe 
they see evidence of variations 
in behavior brought about by 
the shifting patterns of decision 
making in Hanoi* 


There were five contacts be« 


tween the governments topped 
off by Johnson's letter, which 
asked for U.S.-North Vietnam* 
ese talks and proposed to halt 
the bombing of North Vietnam 
and stop building up U.S. forces 
In the South if Ho Chi Minh 
would stop infiltration into the 
South. 


Johnson's letter, which Hanoi 


made public Tuesday along with 
Ho's 
reply, 
was delivered 


through 
a North Vietnamese 


diplomat in Moscow.

and resold the drug In America 
and elsewhere 
at nearly 10 


times that price, says a Senate 
prober. 


Dr. John M. Blair, the inves- 


tigator, told the Senate Antitrust 
and 
Monopoly 
subcommittee 


Wednesday the cartel was able 
to dominate prices, of quinine 
and a derivative used to treat 
heart disease because It pur- 
chased more than four-fifths of 
the quinine released from the 
U.S. stockpile during 1961-64. 


The sales by the General 


Services Administration were 
halted in anticipation the U.S. 
would need quinine and the der- 
ivative, qulnldine, for the Viet- 
nam war. 


Blair, 
the 
subcommittee's 


chief economist, said once the 
stockpile sales were halted the 
price of quinidine — a drug vital 
to treatment of some 250,000 
U.S. heart patients — rose shar- 
ply in the United States. 


The heart drug now costs an 


average of $10.50 for 100 tablets. 
The price before 1964 ranged as 
low as $2, a subcommittee 
spokesman said. 


Blair said the cartel con- 


trolled the sources of quinine 
and its manufacture, but were 
afraid release of the U.S, stock- 
pile would shake their control.

Foster Parents Told 
They're Too Old, Social 
Workers Take Child, 4

NEW YORK (AP) - One chil- 


ly morning six weeks ago, two 
social workers went to the eight- 
room house of Nunzio Marchese 
on Long Island to pick up a 4- 
year-old girl and return her to a 
foundling home. 


"It was 7:30 a.m.," Marchese 


recalls. "Nancy Anne was still 
sleeping. We had to awaken 
her." 


When it came time to leave, 


Nancy Anne didn't want to be 
taken out of the house. 


"She ran to my oldest daugh- 


ter and held on," Marchese re- 
members. "She started to cry." 


Marchese, 60, and his wife, 


Josephine, 55, had raised Nancy 
Anne Paganl since she was two 
weeks old. 


"They told us we were too old, 


and that Nancy Anne would be 
placed In another foster home 
with younger parents," Mar- 
chese recalled In an interview 
today. 


"I Just pray to God we have 


the child back. We miss her 
dearly. There was happiness in 
the home, but now everything is 
fading the other way." 


Marchese is seeking in state 


Supreme Court to regain Nancy 
Anne from the New York found- 
ling Hospital, which is run by 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Arch- 


diocese of New York. 


The Marcheses, who live in 


West Hempstead, Long Island, 
have three children of their 
own, Barbara, 20, a clerical 
worker, and Leonard, 17, and 
Josephine, 15, both high school 
students. They also have anoth- 
er 
foster child, Belinda, 12, 


whom they received from the 
New York Foundling Hospital 
when she was two years old. 


Marchese, who came to this 


country from Italy when he was 
three years old, has been work- 
Ing for the past 28 years as a 
cook in a Manhattan hotel. He 
and his wife have been married 
21 years. His wife was born In 
Bayonne, N.J. 


The 
Marcneses 
also nave 


cared for three other foundlings 
entrusted to them by the hospi- 
tal in past years. Two of these 
children were subsequently re- 
turned to their natural parents. 
The third, Marchese said, was a 
problem child and had to be re- 
turned to the foundling home. 


Marchese told the court Tues- 


day that both he and his wife 
are devout Catholics, the same 
religion as Anne's parents, 


His lawyer, Gerald Alpert, 


said the Marcheses 
want to 


adopt Anne, and have the con- 
sent of the child's natural par- 
i«nts to do so. Adoption would 
mean 
giving up the $100-a- 


month allowance the Marcheses 
had been receiving. The child is 
a ward of the city Welfare De- 
part merit, 


The case recalls a similar one 


In TiUsoii, N.Y., where last Jan^ 
uary Michael Lluni and his wife 
won a year-long legal battle to 
adopt a 4\2 -yearold foster child 
they had raised since she was 
five days old, The county wel- 
fare commissioner, who reluc- 
tantly consented to the adoption, 
had cited the age of the Limns 
as one reason for not wanting 
them to keep the child. Both are 
48.

They Don't 
Visit in the 
Slum Area 


By AUSTIN SCOTT 


NEW YORK (AP) - The big 


sightseeing buses that lumber 
past Radio City Musiac Hall and 
the Empire State Building never 
go near Alexander Hamilton's 
old home, which has been rot- 
ting away quietly for more than 
a century. 


Tourists who come to New 


York every year flock to small, 
cellar night clubs in Greenwich 
Village. But they never hear of 
the night spots where so many 
big-name entertainers got their 
starts. 


They gaze at photographs of 


buildings designed by one of 
America's most successful ar- 
chitects, Stanford White. But no 
one visits his elegant, yellow 
brick 
town houses 
that still 


stand in Manhattan. 


The reason? All these land- 


marks — and many more — are 
in Harlem, the Negro slum area 
with a reputation that keeps 
most visitors out of a large sec- 
tion of Manhattan between 95th 
and 145th streets. 


But it wasn't always so. A 


century ago Harlem was the 
equivalent of the modern high- 
income suburb, a spot to which 
the wealthy retired when they 
wished to get away from the 
noise and mud of the city, and 
much of the architecture 
re- 


flects their tastes. 


In the first half of this centu- 


ry, an underground art form 
called jazz was nurtured in Har- 
lem until it bloomed at places 
like Minton's, and entertainers 
from the late Charlie Parker to 
Eartha Kitt won their fame first 
on Harlem's stages. 


Much of this began to die in 


the late 1930s. But its present 
reputation is 
unjustified, say 


Mr. and Mrs. Claude Ruffin. 


Beginning May 27, they will 


offer four-hour bus tours of Har- 
lem, hitting high spots of the 
past as well as low spots of to- 


day. 


"Harlem is one of the most 


famous residential communities 
in the world," said Manhattan 
Borough President Percy Sut- 
ton, 
a Negro and a Harlem at- 


torney. 


"Harlem has some of the 


characteristics ol the Left Bank 
in that it is the center of leading 
Negro intellectuals, artists and 
performers, ranging from Bay- 
ard Rustin to Harry Belafonte," 
Sutton said. 


He 
could have added poet 


Langston 
Hughes, 
authors 


James Baldwin and Ralph Elli- 
son, and many more. 


But by contrast, Sutton said, 


it does contain "miles of some 
of the most notorious slums In 
the world." 


The tours planned for Harlem 


will take in such little known 
scenes as the Jumel Mansion, 
built as a country estate in 1765 
and an outstanding example of 
Georgian architecture; blocks 
of brownstoae apartment houses 
that are magnificent reminders 
of tht gaslight era in New York; 
the old Cotton Club where Cab 
Galloway made jazz history and 
Lena Home first displayed her 
artistry as a dancer; the Apollo 
Theater, first step to fame for 
Ella Fitzgerald, Duke Ellington 
and others. 


Harlem artists display their 


photographs, 
paintings 
and 


drawings in small 
bookstores 


much like those in Greenwich 
Village. 
And Adam Clayton 


Powell's 
AbyssMao 
Baptist 


Church, with one of the nation's 
largest congregations, is an at- 
traction.
